After nn absence of twenty-one 'years,

er and one sister have died during his ab- 
sence. 


The soiij who was only a boy when lie 


started out to battle with the world, 
is now a man past forty vein's of age 
and while enjoying good health is able 
to tell interesting narratives of days 
spent in fighting the Indians on tlie 
frontiers, mining in Colorado, a trip to 
Tariama, South America, prospecting in 
Alaska, and afterwards employed by the 
government on tne iiland of Porto Rico. 


'When John rapped at tiro rear door of 


the Higgins home, 1220 Kleventh stree,t, 
tlie other evening silence ensued for ful- 
ly a minute or more. No one responded; 
the son knocked again. Presently he 
heard a noise'on the inside and looking 
through the kitchen window could see 
his aged father carrying a lighted lamp 
and on his way to the door. Although 
his father had changed greatly in the 
past score- of years he was positive about 
his identity. The father 
opened . the 


door and greeted the son as a stranger, 
thinking, of course, ha was a man, per- 
haps, inquiring his way. ''.Don't you 
know me," the son asked. The old man 
tried hard to think, where he had met 
the gentleman before, but. nl! efforts fail- 
ed, when the son said, "Why, I'm your 
son, the one who Jia-r been away:for so 
inany, ninny years and" ib.e' .one you 
thought dead undoubtedly for ten years 
or more." The father almost collapsed 
when the man uttered the words "your 
son, John," but was fjuite sure he was 
not an imposter. He gave him a most 
cordial welcome and escorted him to the 
sitting room. 


Here he met his sister. Mrs. T. Con- 


nolly and her three children. The last 
time she saw her brother she was but n 
mere child. She remembered her broth- 
er, but it hud been so long since she 
had seen him. that she had . forgotten 
how lie even looked when he-went away. 
However, she was greatly pleased to soo 
her 'ong lost brother. About the first 
question the boy asked" wns. "where is 
motherV Tlie old man's 
eyes became 


dampened and in 11 broken voice he said, 
"She died. Jolin, on IVccmbcr T, ISO"." 
The son then showed 'signs of agitation 
and sat in deep thought for quite a few 
minutes. He then turned to his father 
and remarked that such news was the 
most terrible blow he hfid ever received. 
"Where is she buried?'' the son asked. 
"Over on the hill about a mile just west 
of the house, the city cemetery," replied' 
the father. 
The son then wanted to- 


know where the babe was, moaning'a 
younger sister, ami was told she. too, 
was dead 
He then asked where "Mike" 


was 
nnd .mother 
sister. The 
father 


said. "Oh, Mike, he'is living in Racine; 
runs a spring factory up to the Junction 
and is also mayor of the town: every- 
body likes Mike. Your oldest 
sister, 


John, lives in Jlissouri, is married and 
has three daughters, T suppose grown up 
by this lime." It wns rcnl 
late that 


night before the folks retired in the Hig- 
gins home. 


Mr. lliggins. Si'., wns soon by n jour- 


nal reprcsentntivo this morning and lold 
the following story: 
He said he and 


his family resided on Parcoxio prairie, 
Newton, county, Missouri, twenty years 
ago. The son hail talked of leaving home/' 
and striking out for himself for about 
a week. One morning about four oclock 
in the blossoming month of Muy the boy 
aroused the occupants nf tlie household 
and was ofV for the gold fields of the 
west. He wrote occasionally for n while 
and located in Lcndville, Colorado, cn- 
pigert in mining. We worried a-good 
deal about the boy, not knnwirg what 
his fate might be. lie seemed to do 
very well, though the next we heard 
from 'him was'while on his way to Pan- 
ama, South America. I understand he 
hipped by way of New York, When he 
irrived'there WHS nn epidemic, of fever: 
this, you know, was the time when they 
were digging

•ere dying olT by the hundreds, so the 
boy thought he would'get out of tho 
eonntrv. He then .went to San Francis- 
co and from there to Alaska.

liis mother and 1 thought the accident 


had proved fatal as our efforts to locate 
him failed.

on a lake- steamer. 
He could see Ra- 


cine from the vessel, but,1 not knowing 
any of his folks resided here, did not 
have the least desire to:stop'off. 


You'see, continued She 
father, we 


moved from the Mi^smira farm to this 
city many years (igo: 'Juy 'boy—I call 
him a boy because' he s'eeins such to me, 
—found that out some way find headed 
for home just as soon as he reached the 
states from the islands.. He will remain 
with me until later inUhe full, and then 
he intends going to Missouri to visit 
my oldest daughter.

P. Corse, ST., of Racine, at Present Sojourn- 


ing in Scotland, Writes Home of His Journey 


and Scenes in British Isles. 


.The following letter has been received 


in ilacine by Jas. P. Corse, Jr., who at 
present is sojourning at Glasgow, Scot- 
land, where 
a large exhibition 
is in 


progress: 


Glasgow, "Scotland, Sept. 20, 1001. 


Dear Folks at Home and .Elsewhere: — 


Reached this foreign shore in safety. I 
find traveling, not so irritating as 1 did 
•when visiting tins country six years ago. 
There is nothing like knowing the ways 
of the country when one travels. Now, 
I rather like this British fashion of 
making a traveler look after his own 
belongings; you are given to understand 
that~such is necessary at every transfer, 
and it.is very easy. Goods are packed 
into otic huge" baggage car; every second 
car has a baggage section. You can see 
your luggage puf on, see it taken out 
and-all that is necessary is to sigrjfy 
where you nre going, they do the rest. 


Leaving Liverpool through a succes- 


sion of tall chimneys, bridges and a 
short tunnel, we came to tlic -open coun- 
try clothed,in living green, but, oh, the 
fields looked small su(TOMmled as they 
arc by hedges of many sizes and heights. 


Harvesting was over. The crop was 


neatly stacked outside to be threshed; 
things .looking as if they were cast in a 
rooH, so perfect they looked. The towns 
lire many, nil built of brown brick and 
the'siime in general 
appearance. 
The 


streets are clean but there js very little 
of. a;picturcsque nature about thorn. The 
bufldings look crowded and huddled t-o- 
gether. 
. At'Carl isle, a transfer station; our sec- 
tion." "was occupied by four Americans all 
.bound for GlijFSgow. Farther down the 
line the coach was invaded by three oth- 
ers, two .of whom were very talkative, 
and from them we first learned of the 
attempted 
assassination 
of President 


McKinley. J was and. am still greatly 
shocked at the sad ending. 


Mr. Corse goes on to state how the 


death of tiic president was mourned by 
the foreigners, which 
information has 


heretofore been published. 


There, in much Jiarrcn and hilly coun-

On. landing in Glasgow I checked by

not dee.p enough, but that in accordance 
with the information I have had in 
Kingston, Jamaica, in regard to the di- 
mensions of the Spanish ships they were 
of such large, size that they could not 
get in the harbor in consideration of the 
narrowness of the channel and the quick 
turn they 'had to make nt the 'diamond 
ohonl' in front of the entrance and 1 still, 
believe thnt vessels of such site cannot 
enter 
Santiago, not being under the 


most favorable, conditions of weather. , I 
also was asked by Admiral Sehl«y if 1 
thought his flagship could enter the har- 
bor and 1 answered him that I did not 
consider it advisable for the conditions 
before mentioned, and because there were 
no buoys to -mark the channel for the 
Spaniards hnd picked them up to prevent 
the American fleet from coining in the 
port and besides that they had may tor- 
pedo lines across the entrance." 


QUESTIONED ABOUT BLOCKADE.

Describing the blockade of Cienfuegoi.

>eiiig made by purchase from the estate 
of the late H. M. Strong. For yearn a. 
iart of this addition was cultivated and 
•egetables raised. Recently the college 
,ni«tecs sold a small tract of this addi- 
,ion 
to the Chicago and Northwestern 


Railway company for a side trnak, and

tained in this plant have been, efficiency,

and 
economy. The septic 


tank was chosen «s a primary treatment 
jeoausc it has been fully demonstrated 
to remove, and to a, great extent con- 
sume from 50 to 75 per cent, of the sus- 
xsndcd organic matter in the sewage, 
s economical to construct and operate. 
Intermittent sand filtration was selected 
as a final treatment because intermittent 
sand fllraion alone ha« succesufully pur 
.fled sewage wrhout preliminary treat 
ment, is a simple process, e*»ily managed

able is cheap to construct 


It bus now been in operation for some 


six weeke, giving fftll sutwfaction. The 
effluent, as it enters the river, is dear 
and bright, and. without n. suspicion of 
sewage in its appearance.

Wide division of opinion in Ihe indus- 


Irial commission, says a Sentinel Wash- 
ington dispatch, will 1je shown in its re- 
port to congress on trusts, and there will 
be at least three diverse recommenda- 
tions, as follows: 


Stricter anti-trust, legislation by the 


several stales and by congress, without 
altering the present 
relations between 


their respective jurisdictions. 


The delegation by congress to the 


states of its interstate commerce juris- 
diction, so ds to allow,the state to regu- 
late manufacturing or trading corpora- 
lions engaged in interstate commerce. 


The assumption by the national gov- 


ernment of a larger, and perhaps exclu- 
sive, control of all such corporations, and 
heir regulation by act of congress. 


These three methods of meeting tlic 
rust problem has been designated for 
onvenience bv the commission <w, iirat, 
he present system, improved: second, 
he state control system, and, third, the 
•stem of federal control.

Publicity is a conspicuous feature of 


each of these systems. It will be rec- 
inimended in each of the three reports 
,hni; trusts be required to show not only 
:heir gross and uet earnings, but also 
he charftctxr of receipts and 
expendi- 


,urcs. and the 
form of the- sgreen-ients 


inder which the constituent corporations 
arc operating, 
This subject, of trusts is 


the rock on which the commission will 
split. The members have been uUcu»s- 
ng the matter with a view to securing a 
majority report, but it Me become evi- 
dent to all that their divergence of opin- 
ion will prevent t.his. 


The commission will recommend the 


enactment of more stringent immigra- 
tion laws. Considerable attention has 


given to this subject and the roem- 


oers arc practically unanimous in tlnir 
view cm how tlic existing statutes should 
bo iLnende. The assassination of Presi- 
dent McKinlcy by Leon Ceolgosz -has in- 
spired ft strong recommendation. 


TO BAR ALL ANARCHISTS. 


The- commission will urge the estab- 


aiahment of a »yatonr of inspection of all 
immigrant! Ht the port* of embarkation 
in Europe with a view to detecting per- 
sons of anarchistic tendencies who intend 
to sail for the United States, where they 
may have more freedom 
in advancing 


their propaganda of assassination. 


This system, it is proposed, shall be 


operated in conjunction witli the govern- 
ments of Europe. Two other met/bods of 
preventing the urriv.il of aruirehists from 
abroad will be suggested. The first is to 
apply to all cabin passengers the same 
rules . of inspection to which steerage 
immigrants must submit on arrival »t 
tho point of debarkation in the United 
States. The second is to extend the 
period of possible, deportation, from 
one 


year to iwo or more- years. Under th« 
present law any alien who has resided 
in this country twelve monts is -exempt 
from 
dejwrUtion. These proposition* 


are' calculated to affect other undesirable 
foreigners than anarchists. Thore is lit- 
tle wntiment in the commission in favor 
ot" an cducationaj test for the average 
immigrant. 


The members of the commission have 


given heed to the urgent requests of la- 
bor organirations that Hie bars against. 
oriental immigration shall nob be low- 
ered.

Alaska and afterwards employed by the 
government on tne ialand of Porto Rico 


When John rapp*eci at the rear door'ol 


the Higgins home, 1229 Eleventh street 
the other evening silence ensued for ful- 
ly a minute or more. , No one responded; 
the son knocked again. Presently he 
heard a^ noise* on the inside and looking 
through the kitchen window could see 
his aged father carrying a lighted lamp 
and on his way to the door. Although 
his father had changed greatly in the 
past score of years he was positive about 
his identity. The • father 
opened . the 


door and greeted the son as a stranger 
thinking, of course, ha was a man, per- 
haps, inquiring his way. "Don't you 
know me," the son asked. The old man 
tried hard to think, where he had met 
the gentleman before, but all efforts fail- 
ed, when the son said, "Why, I'm your 
son, the one who has been awayvfor so 
many, many years and ';ihe lone yon 
thought dead undoubtedly for ten years 
or more.". The father almost collapsed 
when the man uttered the 'Words "your 
son, 
John/' but was quite sure he was 


not an imposter. . He gave him a most 
cordial welcome and escorted him to the 
sitting room. 


Here 'he met his sister, Mrs. T. Con- 


nolly and her three children. The last 
time she saw her brother she was but a 
mere child. She remembered her broth- 
er, but it had been so long since she 
had. 
seen liim, that she ha.d . forgotten 


how he even looked when he-went away. 
However, .she. was greatly pleased to see 


her. 
long lost brother. About the first 


question the boy asked" was, "where is 
mother?'1 The old inan's eyes became 
dampened and in a broken voice he said, 
"She died, John, on December 7, 1807." 
The son then showed signs of agitation 
and sat in deep thought for quite; a few 
minutes. He then turned to his father 
and remarked that such news was the 
most terrible blow he had ever received. 
"Where is she buried?" the son asked. 
''Over on the hill about a mile just west 
of the house, the city cemetery," replied 
the father. The son then wanted to 
know where.' the babn was, meaning'a 
younger sister, ami was told she. too, 
was dead. He then asked where "Mike" 
was 
and another sister. The lather 


said, "Oh, Mike', he" is'living in Racine; 
runs a spring factory up to the Junction 
and is also mayor of the town; every- 
body likes Mike. Your oldest 
sister, 


John, lives in Missouri,, is married and 
has three daughters, I. suppose grown up 
by this tin\e." It was real 
late that 


night before the folks retired in the Hig- 
gins home. 


Mi*. Higgins, Sr., was seen'by n jour- 


nal representative this morning and told 
the following story: 
He said he and 


his family resided on Sarcoxie prairie, 
Newton, county, Missouri, twenty years 
ngo. 
The son had talked of leaving home/ 


and striking out for himself for about 
a week. One morning about four oclock 
in the blossoming month of May the boy 
aroused the occupants of thV household 
and was oft" for the gold fields of the 
west. He wrote occasionally for a while 
and located in-Leadville,-.Colorado, en- 
gaged in mining. We worried a- good 
deal about the boy, not knowing what 
his fate-might be. He seemed to do 
very, well, though the next we heard 
from 'him was'while on his way to Pan- 
ama, South America. I understand he 
shipped by way of New York. When lie 
arrived'there was an epidemic of fever; 
this, you know, was the time when they 
were digging that 
big cannl; People 


were dying off by the hundreds, so the 
boy thought he would'get out of the 
country. He. then .went to San Francis- 
co nnd from there to Alaska. While en- 
route there be met with an accident. He 
wrote home and told ns he was hurt and 
that is the last I ever heard from him. 
His mother and 1 thought the accident 


had proved fatal as our efforts to locate 
him failed.

cut, the, boy,"full ojppatriotism, made u] 
his mind he must go. He offered hi 
services and was given a position witl 
Gen. Miles' army during the, invasion o 
Porto Rico.

Glasgow, 'feeotland, Sept. 26, 1901. 


Dear Folks at Home and Elsewhere: — 


Reached this foreign shore in safety. 
I 


find traveling, not' so irritating as 1 did 
when visiting this country six years ago. 
There is nothing like knowing the ways 
of the country when one travels. Now, 
I rather like this British fashion of 
making a traveler look after his own 
belongings; you are given to understand 
that»3uch is noeessary at every transfer, 
and it.is very easy. Goods are packed 
into one huge baggage car; every second 
ear has a baggage section. You can see 
your luggage put on, see it taken out 
and all that is necessary is to signify 
where you are going, they do the rest. 


Leaving Liverpool .through a succes- 


sion of tail ..-chimneys,bridges and ;ii 
short tunnel, we- came to "the 'open coun- 
try clo.thed, in living green,, but, oh] the 
fields looked smallsurrounded as they 
arc 'by hedges of many sizes arid heights.

ROME, Oct., 17.—The notorious brig- 


and, Giuseppe. Mussolino, has been cap* 
tnred'after a fierce resistance at Urbino, 
He had longi terrorized Calabra'and-is 
credited with having.committed twenty- 
five murders. Owing to the sympathy 
shown him by the peasantry he. had al- 
ways escaped capture, despite the im- 
mense reward the government offered 
for his arrest.

Congressman Babcock Declares His 


Policy of Taking Tariff Off Steel 


Wilt be Adopted. 


MILWAUKEE, Oct. 10.—The Milwau- 


kee I'rec Press says: Congressman J. 
W. Babcock came in -from Necedah yes- 
terday. He was not registered at any 
of the hotels last 'night bi.it b* attended 
the reception.of tho bankers' club. 


'A man cannot come to town without 


the newspapers rinding him," he said. 
"I have nothing to add to what-I have 
already said in regard to the steel sched- 
ule of the -tarih". . I am certain that I 
am going to carry my point in regard to 
that schedule, simply because i* is just.- 
I am not making my assault upon the 
principle of protection. When any arti- 
t-le is produced so- cheaply that it can 
be shipped abroad and sold cheaper.than 
the foreign article of the same kind, the 
tariff on that article no longer produces 
any revenue. The tariff does not afford 
any protection but simply makes it pos- 
sible for tiiose who-control that article 
to make such prices as they see fit in 
this country. .- ••.-• 


"This.-is • the condition in -which 
the 


steel industry of the country is. 
Our 


furnaces can produce, more steel -and 
more cheaply than any of the European 
furnaces, because we have the coke to 
do the work.'The steel monopoly of this 
country not only controls the furnaces 
for the manufacture of the steel but al- 
son the coke. It controls the ores. Eu- 
rope cannot export ?te.el rails or billets 
to this country simply because we can 
manufacture cheaper than they do in 
teurope. Steel rails nre now selling in 
the market for about $24 a ton. The 
Pennsylvania road is building its- own 
furnaces and will make its own'rails for 
about 
$10 or $18 * ton. The 
tariff 


makes 
the difference. 
Protection was 


designed to.foster industries in their in- 
fancy and to maintain one standard of 
wages and not to foster monopolies. The 
steel industry has become a monopoly 
capable -of competing in every way with 
the cheap labor of Europe and undersell- 
ing it in the markets of the world. There 
is consequently no reason why protec- 
tion should be extended longer to this 
industry. Trom 
the advices 
which I 


have Deceived from all over the country 
I am confident that .the majority of the 
people take t.'iis view and that plan of 
taking the tariff off of steel will be 
adopted.'1

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—The Schley 


court of inquiry began proceedings to- 
day 015 usual-with the correction of tes- 
timony of the* previous day,.-the wit- 
nesses summoned for this purpose being 
Capt. Cook and Lieut. Commander Sears, 
who testified yesterday. When they had 
left the stand Commander Newton E, 
Mason, who was executive officer of the 
Brooklyn, was called to relate his obser- 
vations of the conduct of the Santiago 
campaign. 


Mr. Kayner presented a number of

Simp- 
son, the senior officer of the forward tun- 
ret to lire as soon as he could, 'giving 
him a range of 3,500 yardn. I think the 
first guu was fired within five minutes 
or .very close to that, after the first 
alarm. The rest of the- battery took 
the fire at once and continued to fire 
'until the ranges commenced to get clown 
to.1,800 and l.'HOO yards. I asked Capt. 
Cook as to which way :he was going 
round, it being necessary 
for me to 


know on account of the changing in the 
battery below, shifting from one side to 
the other.- He said that he was going 
with port helm.

FurtKer Testimony Regarding Ad- 


miral's Bravery at Santiago. 


URGED GUNNERS TO FIRE 


SLOW AND AIM TRUE 


Commander Sears Declared That Admiral 


Schley's FaeulJIe* in Bikitle Seemed 


to b« Clearer Than 


Other Time. 


' WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 15.—The pre- 


sentation of the Schley side of the case 
was continued in the court of inquiry 
today. At the instance of Mr. Rayner 
the judge advocate 
summoned Lieut. 


Commander Jas. H. Sears, who,-as lieu- 
tene-st was Admiral Schley's flag officer 
on the Brooklyn diiring the war with 
Spain. He testified 
to 
many 
details 


connected with the campaign and was 
promptly succeeded by a number of oth- 
er naval officers 
who 
served on the 


Brooklyn. 


Admiral Schley thinks it quite proba- 


ble that the presentation of the testi- 
mony in his behalf 
can 
be. completed 


this week and next. He will be'the last 
of the witnesses to be heard and when 
he goes on will make a review of the. 
entire campaign, covering the points in 
controversy. 


Eduardo Nunez, the Cuban pilot was 


among those who were called to correct 
former testimony. He' added to 
his 


statement of yesterday that he had seeri 
•the Brooklyn first firing on May -31,.the 
day of the bombardment of the Colon, 
whereas the records show that that ves- 
sel was at that time coaling and did not 
participate in the engagement. He alsp 
made a correction in his former state- 
ment concerning his conversation with. 
Commodore Schley on first meeting him. 
His corrected statement, of that incident 
was presented by his interpreter in writ- 
ten form and road as follows: 
"During 


•the conversation I had with Commodore. 
Schley I said, not that the water was 
not deep enough, but that in accordance 
Avith the information I have had in 
Kingston, Jamaica, in regard to the di- 
mensions of the Spanish ships they were 
of such large, size that they could not 
.get in the harbor .-in consideration of the 
narrowness of the channel and the quick 
turn they had to make at the 'diamond 
ehoal' in front of the entrance and I still 
believe that vessels of such size cannot 
enter 
Santiago, not being under the 


most favorable, conditions of weather. , J. 
also was asked by Admiral Schley if I 
thought his flagship could enter the har- 
bor and I answered him that I did not 
consider it advisable for the conditions 
before mentioned, and because there were

QUESTIONED ABOUT BLOCKADE. 
Lieut. Commander Sears followed Nu- 


r.ez. 


Describing the blockade of Cienfuegos, 


Commander Sears said that it had been 
maintained from one to four miles out, 
and that the Dupont was stationed in- 
side with instructions to keep close in- 
to the mouth of the. harbor and. main- 
tain careful watch, reporting any sus- 
picious incidents. 


The witness in giving the details said 


the weather was boisterous with a heavy 
sea and that coal-ing at sea would not 
have been safe before May 27 when it 
was undertaken. He also said that on 
this voyage the squadron had been de- 
layed, by the Eagle and other small 
boats and that the ships had also .been 
slowed up on one occasion when a mer- 
chant vessel was sighted; also that the 
collier had to stop 
several 
times to 


make repairs to her machinery. 


With reference to the blockade at San- 


tiago, the witness said that it had been 
maintained at varying distances of from 
3 to 6 mil"s to suit the Commander-in- 
chief. In thick weather and at night 
tho distance was less than in fair weath- 
er and in the day time. 


The witness also described the recon- 


noissnnce of May 31, when the .Colon 
vas fired upon and giving his conclu- 
sions with reference to that event, he 
said it had developed the strength of 
the land batteries and they had proved 
to be strongersthan he had supposed they 
were. Commodore Schley had, he said, 
told him that his purpose was to ascer- 
tai what the batteries were.

"CLEAR SHIP FOR ACTION." 


The witness desccribed

meant and ran to the quarter deck. I 
looked aloft to see if the prescribed sig-

The ;Teresa shortly turned toward the 
westward and as she did so I got a view 
of the next ship following in her wake. 
It was,my observation that the Brooklyn 
was then held, up to meet the second 
ship approaching. Of course.- we ported 
heim. The second' shop passed in the 
wake of the first one, and I said to the 
commodore that it looked as if the sec- 
ond one was going to try and ram us. 
He, I think, assented. At any i-ate, the 
Brooklyn was held toward her and she 
appeared to me to be uncertain in her 
course. The Brooklyn was handled by 
the captain and 
quartermaster. She 


turned after she had passed to the south-, 
ward of the Teresa's wake and followed 
her, .and then it was generally remarked 
they were all going to try to escape to 
the westward. 


CLEAR OF THE TEXAS. 


'•'Just about the time the Viz'aya, turn- 


ed, Yeoman Ellis, who was a trained ob-

'.met'er showed 900 yards to the Vizcapa.

It was reported here that heirs of 


Charles Wright were in the^ city looking 
up the title of lands donated to Racine 
college in 1862 by Charles "and Truman 
Wright, two brothers, solely for college 
purposes, with a view to-reclaiming the 
ssine if "the Conditions of 'the gift have 
b«eiV violated.

have heard nothing of such «n investiga- 
tion, and say it is ridiculous to circu- 
late such reports, for ill no way have the 
college officers during the past half cen- 
tury -violated the conditions under which 
the land was given, and it stands intact- 
today. . The Wrights donated ; ten acres 
of land. - I n the second stage of the. col- 
lege's'existence jthc grounds were in- 
creased to ninety .acres, tlie enlargement 
being made by purchase from the estate 
of the late H. M. Strong. For years a 
part of this addition was cultivated and 
vegetables raised. Recently. the college 
trustees sold a' small tract of this addi- 
tion to the Chicago and Northwestern 
Railway company for a side trnok, and 
they ai*o deeded' the right of way 
through the -west eud of the land t» the 
Milwaukee, Racine and IKetiosha Electric 
railway. Th» land is over a 'quarter of 
a mile* west of fche ten acres donated by 
the Wright brothers.

The Racine County Board of Supervis-

It con- 
sists of a septic Unk for primary treat- 
ment, followed by intermittent and fil- 
tration through six sand filters, the in- 
termittent flow being auonrntically con- 
trbUed by a simple device which dis- 
oltargea tho sewerage in regular rotation 
upon the six filter/beds. 


The design land combination 
of this 


plani are based upon results ot actual 
experience gained by engineers in the 
construction and operation of a small 
plant of this charcter which they 
have 


had under their charge for the , past 
three* years,.' ;aud in which have been 
tried": the- septic tank alone, the septic 
•tank vrith' single contact beds of coke, 
slag and locomotive cinder, double con- 
tact beds and continuous filters of crush- 
ed slag, all of which were used with and 
without final sand filtration. 


The chief objects sought to. be ob- 


tained in this plant have oeen, efficienay, 
simplicity 'arid 
economy. The septic 


tank was chosen as a, primary treatment 
because it has been fully demonstrated 
to remove, and to a great extent con- 
sume from 50 to 75 per cent of. the sus- 
pended organic matter in the sewage, 
is economical to construct and operate. 
Intermittent sand filtration was selected 
as a 4inal treatment because intermittent 
Mind fllraion alone ha« succuftdfully pur- 
ified sewage wrhout preliminary: treat- 
ment, is * simple, process, easily managed 
and «t this location where swid is avail-
